Tells Final Story 
At Waukesha Today

Roberts, recalled to the witness stand 
for probably the last time, today de- 
livered a final blow at the defense of 
Grace Lu»k, on trial charged with the 
murder of his wife. Asked t» his view 
of Miss Lusk's mention condition he 
replied he had not observed anything 
unusual about it. 
"Did you consider 
her 
perfectly 
norms.!," h« was asked. "I considered 
her mentally normal, except when she 
was angry," he replied. 
"Did her anger cause her to lose 
control of herself?" 
"Yes. I believe it did at-J.imcs." 
"Did she ever express anger at Mrs. 
Roberts?" 
"I think that she did," he replied. 
Several letters written by Miss Lusk 
and found after the tragedy in her 
room, today were introduced *>>• the 
state. One headed "explanation," rend 
in part.as follows: "It is a bit hard 
to write this for the majority of the 
folks who do not care for m« and who 
have been so active in criticising me. I 
have no explanation. I should have 
known better than to play with fire. 
I should have known men have one 
code of honor for the women they 
love and another for the women to 
whom 'they are married. I cannot 
honestly feel that I have been sinful. 
We have cared »o much for one and 
another as a man or woman can. The

about their own. 


Our soldiers are more than_ 8,000 
miles away frosiV'ome, and tlve'y have 
gone on-a terrfi '«j errand.

less about war. than any other wo- 
men in the world, but we know that 
it is ghastly, brutal, blindly pitiless, 
bloodthirsty business. 
We know that 
BodJes perish irv'war, andlsometimes 
souls, which is worse. 
Going over In 
tho steamer a horrible story was told 
me a story which turned out to be 
tiuite untrue, but which -when 1 heard 
it caused me a sleepless night.' It was 
to the effect that vice was so ram- 
pant in ail the armies that a whole 
shipload of hoplessly diseased Auatra- 
iaii soldiers hud recently sailed from 
England. The hospitals had salvaged 
many, it was said, but these wen, who 
-had left home clean, wholesome, de- 
cent boys, were now being sent back 
to die, physical 
and moral 
wrecks. 
Some It was certain, would commit 
suicide during the voyage. 
That tale lilled me with such terror 
that 1 went to some lengths to inves- 
tigate it. It was quite untrue, .and I 
repeat it here'only because it is rep- 
resentative of stories that are current 
everywhere and add greatly to the 
sufferings of the woruari at home. The 
first thing I want to say about our 
army is that the men are morally as 
safe in France as they could possibly 
be at home. I know this. I made it 
my particular business to know.it. 
I spent three months 
in France, 
traveling over most of the consider- 
able territory occupied by the Ameri- 
can forces: 
I visited something like 


twenty-five camps, large ones and im- 
mense ones, where the men are train- 
Ing, 
where they are being made into 


Every day since then those guns have 
roared nearer, and now that part of 
France is closed toicivilians. 
Tbe next message that comes out 


of the sector wbere the 
Americans 
hold the line will bring mourning and 
tears to many women. And yet I can 
truthfully say that I would be hap- 
pier, to have my son dead in France, 
sleeping in a soldier's grave beyond 
the sea, than to have him allv.e and 
safe, shirking his duty 
In 
a bullet- 


proof job at home. 
I do not believe that In the years 
to come there Is going to be much 
happiness for the men who are shirk- 
Ing, nor for the women who may be 
encouraging them to shirk. The shirk- 
era aro going- to play a very pitiful 
part in the national life of this coun- 
try after the war. The men who come 
home will be the rulers of America's 
future destiny. They 
will 
be 
the 
strong builders of our greatness. They 
are learning in this war how to build.

cisely compiled for the use of the pa- 
trons of the library the opinions of 
various experts on truck farming. 


• Lettuce reaches its best develop- 
ment In a rich, sandy loam in which 
there is plenty of organic matter. 
It 
thrives best during: the early spring- 
or late autumn nnd will not withstand 
the heat ot summer. In order that 
the leaves may be crisp and tender, it 
is necessary to force the growth. The 
usual method of growing lettuce for 
home use is to sow the seeds broad- 
cast in a bed and remove the leaves 
from the plants as rapidly as they be- 
come largre enough for use. A much 
better method 
is either to thin 
or 
transplant the seedlings and allow -the 
plants to form rather compact heads 
and then cut the entire plant, for use. 
The seeds may be sown in a hotbed 
or cold frame and the seedlings trans- 
planted to the open ground, or the 
seeding- may be in rows in the garden 
and the plants thinned to five or six 
-inches in the row. 
Lettuce may be 
grown in rows about twelve inches 
apart. 
In order to produce crisp ten- 
der 
lettuce 
during 
the 
summer 
months, it may be necessary to pro- 
vide some form of partial shading. 
Varieties 
recommended: 
Grand 
Rapids and Black Seeded Simpson for 
loose leaf lettuce and Big Boston. Han- 
son and California Cream Butter for 
head lettuce. 
If the soil in the field is dry and the 
use of moisture seems desirable, 
do 
not apply the water after the plants 
have been set unless it can be done in 
the form of irrigation either by flood- 
ing- or by overhead sprinkler system. 
If only a limited amount of water la 
available it is better to apply It about 
half an hour 
before transplanting. 
Under ordinary circumstances water 
•will not be necessary. The 
skillful 
planter will leave a little loose dry 
earth over the moist earth after the 
plants are set, to act as-.a blanket to 
prevent rapid 
drying and baking of 


surface.

there is not the slightest doubt but 
what America-will win the war.

letter follows: 
Aprfi .,._ 


Dear Friend: 
Your letter received a. few days ago 
and I was mighty glad to set it. I am 
not with Co. M at the present time as 
I am in the hospital recovering from 
with the boys' soon. I am sure, how- 
ever, that they are all right and you 
a slight injury, but expect to be back 
can bet your money that the Ameri- 
can boys are going to win this war 
and we aren't coming back until it is 
over 
If I were homo I could tell you 
more about it than I am allowed to 
write. We have 
plenty to eat and 
plenty to wear. The Germans 
tried 
their best to break through our lines, 
but they have not done it yet, and I 
am sure that they are going to find It 
hard to do. Germany is fighting real 
men now and we can lick all of the 
Germans. 
So you can see that later 
we are going to have things all our 
own way. 
All you people back home 
must be" brave ajid help us boys win 
and if we must fight this winter don t 
forget us bovs. It gets mighty cold 
here in France and we are 
having 
plenty of rain and all of the 
crppa 
look the best- I never in all my life 
saw such a hay crop. Coming across 
the ocean was a fine trip and we had 
only a little trouble with submarines. 
I suppose there are many sad hearts 
in America at this time, but there are 
not half as many as there are here m 
France. This war has made 
the 
French people very poor, but they 
don't mind that as long as they beat 
the Kaiser. If you could see how dirty 
Germany has been in the war you 
ould take a gun and go yourself. 
I know you have a heart and 
it sure would bleed if you could see 
iorne of these things yourself. 
1 ou 
^an't realize how dirty that country is 
that kills the 
Red' Cross women. 
When we take German prisoners we 
don't need guards around them as they 
are tickled to death that they have 
been captured and are being treated 
so good. I won't say good-bye as I 
am coming back and we shall meet 
again.
